A through route train 
runting over such a route would only make 
two sides of the loop—in other words, would 
do away with half cf the present distance 
around the loop.” . 

Fears Laying Off of Men. 

Another motorman at the same terminal 
interposed the objection that men would be 
laid off under through routing. 

“The companies could handle more peo- 
ple in less time and the result would be that 
j they would cut down the number of trains— 
make a smaller number of trains cover the 
distance,”’ he said. 
“ Don’t you see that what the public wants 
is more trains—that's what they’re making 
the kick about,” corrected a third motor- 
man. “They want more trains for better 
service, and they”know they can't get more 
trains by th¢ loop system. That's why the 
public wants through routes.” mY 
At the Wilson avenue station a reporter 
talked to a man in a cab just before a train 
started on its inbound trip. The motorman 
did not know he was talking to a reporter. 


Says Through Routes Must Come. 
“When are we going to @et the throtgh 
routes?” the reporter asked. 
'* Got to come to it svon,” replied the man 
in the cab. “it's the only way, Long trips 
would be better for the train crews—anything 
would be better than jerking and crawling 
around the loop, keeping your eye all the time 
on sndhagea rear end of the train just in front of 
you, and not knowing when a sudden stop 
might thake somebody run right into you

The western automobile conference will

. fg thought a material reduction will be made 
in automobile floater policies, in order to 
meet the competition of companies that are 
writing the fire floater policy. The fire floater 
ig used chiefly outside of the big cities, and 
covers lose only from fire, selfgnition, or 
explosion. The so-called automobile marine 
floater covers these. hazards, also perils of 
transportation. and theft. 

Two companies belonging to the automobile 
conference, the Commercial Union and Lon- 
don and Lancashire, :asue both the fire floater 
and marine floater. They do this because two 
outside companies, the Standard of Hartford 
and Norwich Union, write such policies. 

It is now proposed to reduce the general 
marine floater to 1 per cent, and the ingur- 
ance will be stripped of al) but the fire and 
transportation features. This floater will be 
used on the high grade and new cars and cor- 
responding reductions will pe made on other 
types of Cars. 


Watch Situation in Missouri. 
The overwhelming topic in fire insurance 
offices is the situation in Missouri, as all the 
cempanies suspended business last week 
with few exceptions and no.new business 
is now being written by the big majority of 
fire companies. The local agents in Mis-
